occurred  when  John  was  saved 
at  a  revival  meeting  at  an  inde¬ 
pendent  fundamental  church. 
Alice  was  a  bit  skeptical  at  first, 
but  the  change  in  John  was  dra¬ 
matic  and  for  the  better. 

As  had  been  consistent  with 
his  character,  he  threw  himself 
100  percent  into  his  new-found 
faith,  soaking  up  the  Bible  and 
study  books  like  a  dry  sponge.

family.  Alice  felt  they  had  decid¬ 
ed  this  question  years  ago.  They 
were  both  professionals  commit¬ 
ted  to  their  respective  careers. 

Mere  suggestions  about  hav¬ 
ing  children,  giving  up  her  job 
and  being  an  at-home  mom,  gave 
way  to  demands.  He  was  the 
head  of  the  house,  just  as  Christ 
was  the  head  of  the  church.  He 
demanded  submission. 

Her  continued  refusal 

I  to  start  a  family  made  John 
even  more  angry,  and  the 
demands  grew  into  physi¬ 
cal  threats.  When  he  car¬ 
ried  out  the  threats,  a 
divorce  soon  followed. 

To  their  new-found 
friends  at  church,  Alice 
was  an  evil  woman,  refus¬ 
ing  to  submit  to  her  hus¬ 
band.  She  had  to  find  a 
totally  new  life. 

Domestic  violence  and 
the  Christian  home  are 
two  phrases  that  sound  as 
if  they  do  not  belong  in  the 
same  sentence.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  they  are  linked 
together  far  too  often. 

"The  church  has  been  in  col¬ 
lusion  (with  domestic  violence) 
in  some  respects,"  said  Eliza¬ 
beth  K.  Holmes,  consultant  for 
women's  and  family  issues  at 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Christ¬ 
ian  Action  Commission. 

"As  recent  as  the  late  1800s 
beating  a  wife  was  legal  in 
order  to  keep  her  in  her  place," 
Holmes  said.  "Even  in  the 
church  this  was  preached  from 


the  pulpit  as  an  interpretation 
of  the  scripture  'wives  submit 
to  your  husbands.'" 

She  pointed  out  that  the  collo¬ 
quial  phrase,  "rule  of  thumb, 
comes  from  an  early  colonial 
modification  of  English  law  per¬ 
taining  to  the  instruments  a  man 
could  use  to  beat  his  wife.  The 
new  colonial  rule  said  a  man 
could  only  use  a  cane  as  thick  as 
his  thumb,  thus  "rule  of  thumb. 

While  progress  has  been 
made  from  the  ancient  Roman 
and  Greek  laws  that  a  woman 
and  children  were  the  property, 
the  effects  of  this  attitude  are 
still  felt  in  modem  society  and 
inadvertently  supported  from 
the  pulpit,  Holmes  indicated. 

Holmes  recounted  testimo¬ 
ny  from  numerous  battered 
women  who  went  to  a  minister 
for  help.  She  said  more  often 
than  not,  a  woman  hears  him 
say  one  of  two  things:  What 
have  you  been  doing  to  pro¬ 
voke  his  anger?"  or  "You 
should  go  home,  pray,  and  sub¬ 
mit  to  your  husband." 

"This  type  of  answer  is  root¬ 
ed  in  misunderstanding  of  the 
biblical  teaching  of  submission 
in  marriage  ana  of  the  roles  of 
men  and  women  in  marriage," 
Holmes  said. 

Violent  men  tend  to  have 
inflexible  attitudes  and  beliefs 
about  the  roles  and  functions  of 
men  and  women  in  a  marriage, 
according  to  Grant  L.  Martin  in 
Counseling  for  Family  Violence 
and  Abuse  (Word,  1987). 

"Many  batterers  are  very 


dominating  and  demand  con¬ 
trol  of  every  aspect  of  their 
families,"  Martin  wrote. 

He  will  use  the  scriptural 
admonition  "wives  submit  to 
your  husbands"  as  a  weapon  to 
dominate  her,  Martin  indicated. 

"The  problem  is  not  with 
God's  order  for  the  family,  but 
with  man's  inflexibility,  over¬ 
domineering  misuse  of  head¬ 
ship  beyond  the  requisites  of 
love,  mutual  subjection,  and 
understanding,"  he  wrote. 

While  the  concept  of  submis¬ 
sion  and  its  companion  topic, 
headship,  are  clearly  biblical, 
Martin  points  out  that  the  most 
common  fault  is  the  omission 
of  the  equally  biblical  teaching 
of  "mutual  submission." 

"Paul  begins  (Eph.  5:21-33) 
with  the  explicit  statement,  'sub¬ 
mit  to  one  another  out  of  rever¬ 
ence  to  Christ.'  Paul  realizes  that 
relationships  in  a  family  are 
meant  to  be  reciprocal  and 
accountable.  There  must  be 
equal  give  and  take  in  the  family 
for  growth  to  occur,"  he  wrote. 

'There  is  nothing  wrong 
with  the  'traditional'  marriage, 
but  there  is  a  great  deal  wrong 
with  a  husband  who  uses  vio¬ 
lence  to  maintain  his  position 
within  the  marriage."

The  Carver  School  of  Church  Social 
Work,  as  it  was  known  in  its  final  decade  at 
Southern  Seminary,  had  its  origins  as  the 
WMU  Training  School  founded  in 
Louisville  in  1907  at  a  time  when  the  sem¬ 
inary  did  not  admit  female  students. 

In  keeping  with  the  continued  growth  of 
the  school  and  the  emphasis  on  social 
work,  it  was  renamed  the  Carver  School  of 
Missions  and  Social  Work  in  1952. 

In  1963  the  Carver  School  was  merged 
with  Southern  Seminary  for  the  purpose  of 
achieving  accreditation.  When  it  finally 
offered  an  accredited  degree  in  1984,  it 
became  the  only  accredited  school  of 
church  social  work  in  America. 

Campbellsville  University  officials,  in  a 
news  release,  said  they  were  "extremely 
pleased  to  have  finalized  this  agreement. 

"The  Carver  School  of  Social  Work 
already  has  established  itself  nationally  as 
a  leading  academic  center  for  graduate 
studies  in  social  work.  We  will  continue 
that  standard  of  excellence." 

Campbellsville,  now  with  1,600  stu¬ 
dents,  was  founded  in  1906  and  is  affiliat¬ 
ed  with  the  Kentucky  Baptist  Convention. 
It  plans  to  begin  course  work  in  the  fall  of 
1998  with  a  master's  of  social  work 
degree.

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Opening  salvos  fired  in  Mormon  debate 


PROVO,  Utah  (BP)  —  The  debate  contin¬ 
ues  over  whether  Mormons  are  a  part  of 
historic  Christianity  —  this  time  in  an 
address  by  a  church  apostle,  Boyd  K. 
Packer,  to  15,000  students  at  Brigham 
Young  University  (BYU)  Feb.  1,  reported  by 
The  Salt  Lake  Tribune,  and  a  letter-to-the- 
editor  reply  by  Phil  Roberts,  director  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  North  American  Mission 
Board's  (NAMB)  interfaith  witness  team. 

Packer  said  he  was  addressing  his 
remarks  for  "someone  not  present  with 
us,"  The  Tribune  reported. 

"My  message  is  for  those  who  teach  and 
write  and  produce  films  which  claim  that 
The  Churcn  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  (LDS)  is  not  a  Christian  church  and 
that  we,  the  members,  are  not  Christian," 
Packer  said  at  the  Provo  university's 
Marriott  Center. 

Packer,  acting  president  of  the  Quorum 
of  the  Twelve,  a  tier  of  Mormon  authority 
second  only  to  the  LDS  governing  First 
Presidency,  gave  "one  of  the  strongest  dec¬ 
larations  m  memory  about  the  nature  of 
the  faith"  in  his  lecture  at  BYU,  The 
Tribune  reported  Feb.  2. 

Packer  did  not  mention  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC)  by  name  in  his 
address,  the  newspaper  noted. 

The  SBC  will  hold  its  annual  meeting  in 
Salt  Lake  City  June  9-11.  NAMB's  interfaith 
witness  team  has  prepared  several 
resources  for  witnessing  to  Mormons, 
including  a  video,  "The  Mormon  Puzzle." 

Replied  Roberts,  "Our  video.  The 
Mormon  Puzzle,'  was  an  honest  attempt  to 
delineate  fairly  our  differences.  That  is 
why  Mormon  apologists  are  on  the  film 
articulating  them. 

"What  could  be  unfair  or  subversive 
about  clarifying  these  differences  and 
inviting  Mormon  theologians  to  help  us?" 

Roberts,  recapping  various  Mormon 
beliefs,  noted  in  nis  letter,  "All  of  these  con¬ 


cepts  began  with  Joseph  Smith  and  are  not  a 
part  of  biblical  and  historical  Christianity." 

The  Tribune  listed  several  evidences 
Packer  cited  for  Mormonism's  roots  in 
Christianity: 

•  Mormon  scripture's  "harrnonious  wit¬ 
ness"  to  Christ's  birth,  life,  teachings,  crucifix¬ 
ion,  resurrection,  ascension,  and  atonement. 

•  The  Book  of  Mormon's  account  of  Jesus 
appearing  to  his  disciples  and  instructing 
them  to  name  their  new  church  for  him.

Mormon  hymns  and  anthems  testify- 
gto  the  divinity  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  paper  noted  Packer  acknowledged 
Mormon  beliefs  "will  continue  to  be  misun¬ 
derstood  and  disturb  our  critics,"  such  as: 

•  The  LDS  church  is  the  "one  true  and 
living"  church  on  earth. 

•  The  Book  of  Mormon  and  other  scrip¬ 
tures  rank  on  par  with  the  Bible. 

•  Revelation  continues  to  be  received 
through  Mormon  apostles  and  prophets. 

•  The  trinity  of  Father,  Son  and  Holy 
Ghost  are  three  distinct  personages,  with 
the  Father  having  a  physical  body  "as  tan¬ 
gible  as  man's." 

•  LDS  members  are  "spirit  children"  of 
God  capable  of  becoming  like  he  is. 

•  Mormon  salvation  is  not  by  grace  but 
by  grace  "after  all  we  can  do." 

Roberts,  in  listing  differences  between 
historic  Christianity  and  Mormonism,  wrote 
in  his  letter  to  the  editor:  "Mormonism 
teaches  that  God  was  once  an  ordinary 
human  being  who  achieved  godhood,  that 
Jesus  was  procreated  as  a  literal  offspring  of 
'heavenly  father  and  mother,'  and  that  the 
way  to  the  highest  blessing  of  heaven  (the 
celestial  kingdom  in  Mormon  parlance) 
passes  through  the  gates  of  Mormon  tem¬ 
ples  where  one  must  be  sealed,  endowed 
and  married  to  achieve  exaltation." 

Roberts  concluded  his  letter,  noting  he 
was  writing  "tongue  in  cheek:" 

"I  will  propose,  as  director  of  the 
Interfaith  Witness  Team  of  the  North 
American  Mission  Board,  SBC,  that  all 
Southern  Baptists  going  to  Salt  Lake  City  in 
June  desist  from  encouraging  Mormons  to 
become  Baptists  if  the  LDS  Church  will  agree 
to  withdraw  all  of  their  50,000-plus  mission¬ 
aries  froTn  their  proselytization  efforts  of 
Protestant  Christians  to  become  LDS. 

"After  all,  it  is  the  gospel  alone  and  not 
any  church  that  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  (Romans  1:16)." 


Furr:  Mormons  miffed  at  Baptist  comments  on  LDS

Leaders  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter  Day  Saints  (LDS)  are  concerned  that 
Baptists  have  the  audacity  to  describe  the 
church  as  non-Christian,  said  interfaith  wit¬ 
ness  expert  Jimmy  Furr  at  the  1998 
Mississippi  Baptist  Evangelism  Conference. 

Furr,  interfaith  witness  consultant  for 
the  Southern  Baptist  North  American 
Mission  Board  in  Atlanta,  was  invited  to 
the  Jan.  19-20  conference  at  Alta  Woods 
Church,  Jackson,  to  prepare  Mississippi 
Baptists  for  evangelical  activities  during 
the  1998  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
annual  meeting  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  — 
headquarters  for  the  LDS  church  more 
commonly  known  as  Mormons. 

Furr  told  participants  at  the  conference 
that  even  former  U.S.  President  Jimmy 
Carter  —  himself  a  Southern  Baptist 
Sunday  School  teacher —  has  been  quoted 
as  saying  he  believes  Southern  Baptists  are 
going  to  Salt  Lake  City  to  evangelize  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  already  Christian. 

Furr  pointed  out  that  Mormons  are  not 
Christians  as  Baptists  understand 
Christianity.  Baptists  call  on  such  biblical 
verses  as  I  John  5:12  -13  (NIV),  "He  who 
has  the  Son  has  life...  I  write  these  things  to 
you  who  believe  in  the  name  of  the  Son  of 
God  so  that  you  may  know  that  you  have 
eternal  life,"  ne  said. 

Furr  explained  that  Mormon  salvation 
requires  more,  including: 

•  faith. 

•  repentance. 


•  baptism  by  immersion. 

•  laying  on  of  hands. 

•  ordination  to  Melchizadek  priesthood 

for  men. 

•  temple  endowments. 

•  celestial  temple  marriage. 

•  temple  works. 

•  keeping  the  word  of  wisdom. 

•  sustaining  the  prophet. 

•  tithing. 

•  weekly  sacrament  meetings. 

•  obedience. 

Furr  said  Mormons  consider  as  scrip¬ 
ture  more  than  just  the  Bible,  which  they 
believe  to  be  the  Word  of  God  "as  far  as  it 
is  translated  correctly."  They  add  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price, 
Doctrine,  and  covenants,  he  reported. 
Mormons  also  believe  their  "living 

Erophet,"  currently  a  man  named  Gordon 
[inldey,  can  receive  new  revelation  on  any 
subject  and  that  new  revelations  are  to  be 
considered  scriptures,  he  added. 

According  to  Furr,  Mormon  concepts 
include  the  beliefs  that  God: 

•  is  an  exalted  man. 

•  has  a  physical  body. 

•  has  a  wife  or  wives. 

•  had  a  father,  grandfather,  etc. 

•  is  one  among  countless  other  gods  in 
the  universe. 

"It  is  not  impossible  to  lead  a  Mormon 
to  faith  in  Christ,  but  it  is  difficult"  said 
Furr. 

He  stressed  that  in  witnessing  to 
Mormons,  Southern  Baptists  must  know 
their  faith,  understand  Mormon  beliefs, 
use  specific  passages  from  the  Bible,  build 


Kersonal  relationships,  and  not  allow 
lormons  to  use  the  Bible  as  a  "hook." 
"Don't  forget  the  bold  witness  of  your 
testimony,"  Furr  said.

I  enjoyed  Thomas  Atwood's 

fuest  opinion  in  the  Jan.  22 
aptist  Record  on  Calvinism 
vs.  Arminianism,  but  I  would 
like  to  offer  three  observations. 

First,  his  statement  that  if  the 
issues  "were  as  clear  as  their 
proponents  insist,  then  every¬ 
one  would  see  them  alike" 
seems  a  bit  hyperbolic. 

The  deity  of  Christ  is  plain, 
but  the  Arians  rejected  it.  The 
two  natures  of  Christ  in  one 
person  is  clear,  but  ask  the 
Jehovah  Witnesses  if  they 
believe  Jesus  is  God. 

Second,  I  think  most 
Southern  Baptists  are  two-point 
Calvinists,  i.e.  they  believe  in 
total  depravity  (sin  affected  the 
whole  person)  and  persever¬ 


ance  of  the  saints  (security  of 
the  believer);  and  could  be 
three-pointers,  the  third  point 
being  unconditional  election 
(Goa  shows  grace  to  whom  he 
will,  and  man  can  do  nothing  to 
deserve  this  grace).  The  debate 
seems  focused  on  irresistible 
grace  and  limited  atonement. 

Third,  I  suspect  many  of  us 
bring  our  presuppositions  to 
the  Bible  and  there  try  to  prove 
them.  One  of  these  is  free  will. 
Nowhere  can  I  find  the  Bible 
says  man's  will  is  free,  apart 
from  Christ. 

No!  We  cry  freedom  but  find 
none.  We  wish  to  be 
autonomous  but  are  enslaved 
by  our  own  passions. 

There  is  only  one  sovereign, 
God.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not, 
he  is  even  sovereign  in  the  act 
of  salvation.

LEARNING  TO  USE  WINGS 
Editor: 

Although  what  I'm  about  to 
say  may  be  a  nightmare  to  those 
souls  who  are  unusually  skittish 
about  talking  religion,  I  am  rec¬ 
ommending  to  anyone  whose 
eyes  fall  on  this  writing  a  certain 
passage  in  Isaiah  that  struck  my 
attention  a  week  or  so  ago. 

Isaiah  40:31(NIV):  *...  but 
those  who  hide  in  the  Lord  will 
renew  their  strength.

soar  on  wings  like  eagles;  they 
will  run  ana  not  grow  weary, 
they  will  walk  and  not  be 
faint." 

Now,  I  use  this  moment  to 
caution  those  readers  who  take 
things  literally  not  to  jump  off 
any  rooftops  to  test  their  wings, 
for  much  of  the  Bible  speaks 
poeticly  and  Isaiah  is  referring 
to  the  wings  of  an  eagle  to  indi¬ 
cate  the  spiritual  and  mental 
freedom  God's  people  will 
have  if  they  choose  and  keep 
on  choosing  to  mature. 

The  mature  Christian,  even 
if  his  legs  have  been  amputated 
and  hell  never  walk,  can  "run 
and  not  grow  weary. 

Real  freedom  is  more  in  the 
mind  than  in  outside  circum¬ 
stances. 

So  I  say  that  the  person  who 
has  been  conditioned  to  control 
what  his  mind  stays  on  can,  if 
he  uses  his  talent  to  search  for 
significant  truth  and  casts  aside 
intrusive  and  irrevelant 
thoughts,  be  free  to  run  or  fly  in 
his  inner  being. 

Such  freedom  doesn't  come 
automatically  —  even  an  eagle 
must  learn  to  use  his  wings.

A  family  reunion 

Genesis  45:1-11

If  anyone  had  a  right  to  hold 
a  grudge,  Joseph  did!  His 
brothers  had  treated  him 
unmercifully,  throwing  him 
into  a  cistern,  then  selling  him 
into  slavery,  never  expecting  to 
see  him  again.  Yet  he  respond¬ 
ed  in  forgiveness.  In  Genesis  42 
his  brothers  arrived  in  Egypt 
asking  for  food.  Though  they 
did  not  recognize  him  (as  a 
younger  brother,  he  had  grown 
up  and  changed),  he  recog¬ 
nized  them.  Accusing  them  of 
espionage,  he  questioned  them 
about  tneir  family  back  in 
Canaan  and  put  them  in  prison. 
They  assumed  God  was  pun¬ 
ishing  them  for  their  past  sins. 
After  three  days  in  prison,  he 
released  them,  holding  Simeon

,  hostage  so  they  would 
return  with  their 
youngest  brother, 
Benjamin.  Imagine 
their  surprise  on  the 
way  home  when  they  found  the 
money  returned  to  them  in 
their  sacks! 

Returning  home,  Jacob 
refused  to  let  them  take 
Benjamin.  However,  after  a 
year's  lean  supplies,  they  were 
forced  to  return  for  food  to  sur¬ 
vive  and  they  took  Benjamin 
with  them.  To  test  their  love  for 
each  other,  this  time  Joseph 
placed  his  silver  cup  in 
Benjamin's  sack.  His  servant 
overtook  them  and  accused 
Benjamin  of  theft.  Proving  they 
had  learned  the  meaning  of 
family  and  unselfishness,  Judah 
offered  his  life  in  place  of 


Benjamin's.  Sadly  they 
returned  to  stand  before 
Joseph. 

I  Am  Your  Brother 
(45:1-4).  Joseph  asked 
everyone  to  leave  the 
room  except  his  broth¬ 
ers.  Then  he  revealed  his 
true  identity.  He  was 
overcome  with  emotion 
and  wept  aloud,  so  that 
all  Pharaoh's  household 
heard  (vv.  1-2).  Then  he 
inquired  about  his  father  (v.  3). 

The  brothers  were  stunned. 
They  could  not  even  answer 
Joseph  (v.  3b).  To  convince 
them,  he  asked  them  to  step 
closer.  He  repeated,"I  am  your 
brother  Joseph,  whom  you  sold 
into  Egypt"  (v.  4).

If  he  had  lived  in  Canaan,  they 
all  may  have  starved  to  death. 
Instead,  he  was  in  a  position  to 
save  their  lives  and  bless  them. 
He  explained  that  five  more 
years  of  famine  lay  ahead;  yet 
God  had  provided  a  way  to 
keep  them  alive  (v.  0*7).  Again 
he  repeated  that  God,  not  he, 
was  the  one  who  had  elevated 
him  as  ruler  (v.  8). 

You  Shall  Be  Near  Me  (45:9- 
11).  Joseph  then  invited  them  to 
bring  Jacob  to  live  in  Egypt  (in 
the  land  of  Goshen)  to  Be  near 
Joseph,  (w.  9-10).  Joseph  offered 
to  provide  food  for  all  the  family, 
including  their  livestock.  He 
promised  again  to  take  care  of 
them  in  the  coming  famine  (v.  11). 
Questions  to  Consider 
1.  Do  you,  like  Joseph,  yearn 
for  good  communication  with 
our  family?  Are  you  separated 
y  miles  or  by  misunderstand¬ 
ing?  Perhaps  now  is  the  time  for 
a  reunion.  Joseph  was  the  one 
mistreated,  yet  ru 
ard  r

reconciliation.  Even 


though  it  may  have  been  hard, 
he  forgave  them  and  offered  to 
share  what  he  had  with  them. 
What  could  you  give  to  your 
family  to  reunite  them?  Perhaps 
it's  not  a  sack  of  grain,  but  an 
antique  table,  a  family  Bible,  or 
a  visit  with  humility.  How  about 
giving  them  the  one  thing  y r” 
cherish  the  most?  Do  it  today,  as 
God  leads  you. 

Did  you  think  Joseph  was 
bragging  when  he  said,  (para¬ 
phrased)  "Tell  Daddy  to  hurry 
here! 

Look  at  me!  God  has  made 
me  lord  of  all  Egypt!"  (v.  9)? 
How  can  you  avoid  bragging 
about  your  blessings  before 
your  relatives  who  are  less  for¬ 
tunate? 

3.  Today's  lesson  is  a  perfect 
contrast  or  human  mishandling 
of  a  situation  and  God's  perfect 
solution.  Can  you  trust  his  will 
through  adverse  circum¬ 
stances?

As  I  watched  various 
ments  of  the  Olympics  this  weeli 
I  marveled  at  the  amount  of  prac¬ 
tice  and  training  these  athletes 
put  in  each  day.

They 
repeat  a  difficult  move  over  ana 
over  again  until  they  get  it  right. 
There  is  an  old  saying  —  practice 
makes  perfect  —  ana  practice  is 
nothing  more  than  repetition. 
How  true  this  is,  but  do  you  real¬ 
ize  it  applies  to  learning  as  well? 
Peter  realized  repetition  was  the 
key  to  learning  and  holding  on  to 
the  teachings  regarding  Christ's 
second  coming.

Wake  Up  (3:1-2). 

Peter  begins  chapter 
three  by  admitting 
this  is  his  second  letter 
to  them.  This  is  very 
cant.  Perhaps  many  times  we 
are  too  desirous  of  novelty  and 
too  eager  to  come  up  with  new 
things  to  say.  What  is  actually 
needed  is  a  repetition  of  the 
eternal  truths  that  are  so  quick- 
ly  forgotten.  Peter's  goal  was 
to  remind  his  readers  again  of 
the  importance  of  God's 
instructions  spoken  through 
his  words  and  the  words  of  tn 
prophets.  Peter  believed 
repetition.  He  did  not  base  his 
repetitiveness  on  the  igno¬ 
rance  of  his  readers,  but  on  his 
belief  that  these  Christian

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truths  were  significant 
enough  to  be  heard  over 
and  over  again.  We  tend 
to  forget  what  the  Bible 
teaches  about  the  end 
times.  That  is  why  it  is 
so  important  for  us  to 
be  reminded  about  such 
tilings. 

Wise  Up  (3:3-9). 
Peter  recognizes  his 
readers  were  aware  of  some 
things  that  would  tak^e  place 
upon  the  second  coming  of 
Christ.  His  main  concern  was 
with  people  who  scoffed  at  the 
idea  of  Jesus  coming  again. 
They  believed  the  world  was 
going  to  be  the  same  as  it  had 
been  since  the  beginning  of 
creation. 

There  are  many  today  who 
do  not  believe  Jesus  is  coming 
again.  They  believe  the  same 
way  as  some  did  in  Peter's 
day — the  delay  of  his  second 
coming  has  been  so  long  that  it 
is  safe  to  assume  the  second 


coming  is  not  going  to  happen 
at  all.  We  should  take  note  of 
Peter's  response. 

First  of  all,  the  world  has  not 
been  the  same  since  creation. 
God  did  bring  judgement  on 
the  world  and  destroyed  it  dur¬ 
ing  Noah's  day.  He  saved  Noah 
and  his  family,  and  the  animals 
of  the  earth,  Dut  the  rest  of  the 
world  was  destroyed  because 
of  their  ungodliness  by  forty 
days  of  ram.  These  verses 
remind  us  that  our  world  was 
once  destroyed  by  water,  and 
that  a  second  destruction,  this 
time  by  fire,  is  on  the  way. 

He  also  reminded  his  read¬ 
ers  time  is  as  God  sees  it  and  is 
not  the  same  as  hoVv  our  yyes 
see  it.  To  him  a  thousand  years 
is  a  day  and  a  day  is  a  jhousand 
years.  However,  God's  appar-  ‘ 
ent  delay  to- act  is  not  procrasti¬ 
nation.  It  is‘mercy  mercy  fpr 
those  who  need  another  chance 
to  repent  and  find  salvation. 

Stand  Up,  (3:10-13).  Many 


people  live  their  lives  only  for 
the  nere  and  now.  They  are  not 
concerned  with  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  their  actions,  and 
they  even  doubt  the  reality  of 
a  life  hereafter.  Believers  know 
the  truth  about  Jesus'  second 
coming.  He  IS  coming  again 
and  we  will  answer  for  our 
actions.  It  is  difficult  to  be  a 
strong  Christian  in  our  society. 
To  avoid  ridicule  and  humilia¬ 
tion,  some  often  suppress  the 
calling  of  God  to  stand  for 
what  they  believe  is  right.  We 
must  stand  up  for  our 
Christian  beliefs.  What  other 
people  think  of  us  is  not 
important  compared  to  what 
Christ  thinks  of  us.  Our  lives 
-should  reflect  Jesus  in  every¬ 
thing  we  do.  Time  is  short  for

NAMB,  Ex.  Committee 
give  restructure  update

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  After  six  months,  the  North 
American  Mission  Board  (NAMB)  is  "on  track  toward  generating 
over  $6  million  in  operating  efficiencies  in  its  first  full  year  of 
operations,"  according  to  a  joint  statement  by  NAMB  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention's  (SBC)  Executive  Committee. 

"NAMB's  first  six  months  are  a  story  of  hoped-for  operating 
efficiencies  becoming  financial  reality,  the  statement  given  to 
Baptist  Press  said. 

Officials  from  NAMB  and  the  Executive  Committee's  Budget 
Process  Study  Committee  recently  met  and  then  issued  the  state¬ 
ment  Feb.  3. 

The  restructuring  of  the  SBC  brought  NAMB  into  existence, 
merging  three  former  agencies  —  Home  Mission  Board,  Radio 
and  Television  Commission,  and  Brotherhood  Commission.  The 
group  charged  with  implementing  the  restructuring  of  the  SBC, 
the  Implementation  Task  Force,  had  forecast  that  NAMB  would 
realize  nearly  $7  million  in  operating  efficiencies  each  year  in  its 
first  five  years  of  operation  as  measured  against  the  combined 
budgets  of  the  merged  agencies.  * 

"While  the  one-time  costs  of  restructuring  have  exceeded  these 
operating  efficiencies  in  this  first  year,  this  is  normative  and  in 
line  with  major  organizational  restructuring  across  America,"  the 
statement  said.  "In  addition,  $2  million  has  been  redirected  from 
what  would  have  been  the  combined  budgets  of  the  three  agen¬ 
cies  ...  to  the  seminaries  for  leadership  training  and  to  the  Ernies 
&  Religious  Liberty  Commission."
